For clerk 
of court thoro were two aspirants, new 
converts to the populist ranks, and 
they were both in attendance presum­ 
ably pressing their claims among the 
slate makers, the gentlemen being A- 
G. Gallup who was named by Geo. 
Herron, and Ed. Lynch whose name 
was presented by Peter \aa rtz . A 
ballot was ordered the result being 
17 votes for Lynch and 23 for Gallup, 
and the latter gentleman was declared 
the nominee. 
Charley Cross was then placed in 
nomination for coroner by J. W Mar­ 
tin and he had no opposition. 
For county commissioner in the 
Second district J. T. Sanborn received 
the nomination and in the Fourth dis­ 
trict John MoCafthy was honored 
Delegates to the populist legisla­ 
tive convention to meet at Little 
Falls at some futcro time were then 
named as follows: Chas. Banks, John 
Atkinson, W. W. Winters, N. N. Hal- 
laday, H. C. Hughey, S. M. Dwinwid- 
die, and Geo. Herreo, the delegation 
to go uninstructed, 
Resolutions were offered pledging 
faith to the state ticket, endorsing the 
nomination Kittle Halvorsen for con­ 
gress, and pledging the convention to 
stand by the county ticket aud “work 
for it with all our might and see that 
it is elected.”

H ere began the strangest p art of his 
career. 
In the Jefferson City p eniten­ 
tiary he becam e acquainted w ith m any 
noted crim inals, one of w hom disclosed 
to him the details of a railroad robbery - 
on th e S anta F e road, near G arden 
City , K an., in July , 1S83, in which one

H is p rotestations of inno- 
cense and affidavits from Yankton de­ 
claring th a t nt the tim e the Santa Fe 
train w as held up and robbed Leonard 
w as an inm ate of the Y ankton county 
ja il w ere in vain. 
Gov. H um p hrey s of

and 
the railroad 
com p any 
w anted Leonard hanged, aud the Jailer 
in whose charge lie w as a t Yankton 
w as sent for to Identify him, if p ossi­ 
ble. 
W hen H enry Bradley , the Jailer, 
arrived a t the p enitentiary he found 
900 convicts draw n up in line. 
O ut of 
this num ber lie had no difficulty in 
p lacing his hand on liis old p risoner. 
This delay ed the execution of the sen ­ 
tence still further, and 
w hen Gov. 
Lew'elling w as elected lie becam e cou- 
vlnc« *d of L eonard’s 
innocence 
aud 
p ardoned him, afte r ho had been for 
seven y ears under the sentence of 
death for a crim e th a t he did not com ­ 
mit. 
Leonard is but thirty -four y ears 
of age now. and say s that hereafter he 
will avoid crim inal p ursuits and settl* 
dow n to honest life.

luiscd th at th( U niversity of Pennsy l­ 
vania shall receive one of all dup licate 
antiques. M inister Terrell say s th a t 
this enterp rise has revealed an anti­ 
quity of the hum an race nearly ten 
cet turies older than science had know l­ 
edge of before, 'ih e religion, govern­ 
m ent, habits of life, and to a great 
extent the custom s of men who lives!

Leonard enjoys the 
unusual distinction of having beeu un­ 
der sentence of death for murder al­ 
leged to have been committed in Kan­ 
sas while he was in jail in Yankton lur 
horse stealing. 
Leonard was born in 
Clay county, .Mo., the birthplace of the 
Jam es and Younger brothers, and when 
eighteen years of age fell in love with 
a farm er’s daughter, lie had no means 
aud the girl refused to m arry him until 
lie could provide her a home. 
To do 
this he stole a horse and buggy and 
sold it, but before the wedding could 
be effected he was arrested, tried aud 
sentenced to three years’ imprisonment 
in the Iowa penitentiary. 
He served 
his time aud removed to Elk Point, 
this state. 
In April, 1SS3, he came to 
Yankton, hired a livery team anil drove 
to Creighton, Neb. 
From there he 
started West. 
He tried to sell the 
team, and was finally brought back to 
Yankton and indicted for horse steal­ 
ing. 
H e was in jail here from April 
to November, 1883, when he was re­ 
leased on his own recognizance. 
From 
Yankton ho went to Missouri, stole a 
horse, was again convicted and sen­ 
tenced to five years in the Jefferson 
City penitentiary. 
Here began the strangest part of his 
career. 
In the Jefferson City peniten­ 
tiary he became acquainted with many 
noted criminals, one of whom disclosed 
to him the details of a railroad robbery 
on the Santa Fe road, near Garden 
City, Kan., in July, 1883, in which one 
luau was killed 
aud two 
or three 
wounded. 
Leonard thought he could 
use this information to secure his re­ 
lease from prison, and he devoted him­ 
self to rehearsing the details of the rob­ 
bery as described by his fellow con­ 
vict until he could describe the inci­ 
dents connected therewith as readily 
as though he had actually participated 
in the robbery. H e then made a state­ 
ment of pretended confession, in which 
he implicated himself in the robber}’, 
but declared he had no hand in the 
killing of the express messenger. 
As 
anticipated, he was taken to Garden 
City and indicted for murder. H e was 
tried, convicted and sentenced to hang. 
One man testified that Leonard was the 
man who shot him, and others testified 
that Leonard was the man who did 
the killing. 
His protestations of inno- 
censo and affidavits from Yankton de­ 
claring that at the time the Santa Fe 
train was held up and robbed Leonard 
was an inmate of the Y’ankton county 
jail were in vain. Gov. Humphreys of

wanted Leonard hanged, and the Jailer 
in whose charge he was at Yankton 
was sent for to identify him, if possi­ 
ble. 
When Henry Bradley, the jailer, 
arrived at the penitentiary he found

this number he had no difficulty in 
placing his hand on his old prisoner. 
This delayed the execution of the sen­ 
tence stiU further, and 
when Gov. 
Lew’elling was elected he became con­ 
vinced of Leonard’s 
innocence 
and 
pardoned him, after he had been for 
seven years under the sentence of 
death for a crime that he did not com­ 
mit. 
Leonard is but thirty-four years 
of age now, and says that hereafter he 
will avoid criminal pursuits and settle 
down to holiest l i f e . _____________

Washington, Sept. 20. —Commissioner 
Lamoreux, of the general laud office, 
has been receiving many communica­ 
tions from homesteaders in the burned 
districts of Minnesota and Wisconsin 
concerning pine lands which they have 
taken, but which have not been finally 
titled, or iii which the title does not 
rest with the settler. 
Homesteaders 
are prohibited from cutting tin* pine 
until tliey acquire complete title. 
To 
this they make no objection, except in 
cases of fire, when the pine must In­ 
cut at once or it will lost* its value for 
lumber. 
Iii any section where the lire 
has raged and the bark of the trees is 
burned, they must be cut the following 
winter or the worms at once begin 
their ravages, and by the second winter 
th** trees are almost, if not wholly, de­ 
stroyed. 
The settlers have been Inquiring of 
Uoimnissloner Lamoreux whether til** 
departm ent cannot grant them per­ 
mits to cut 1indM*r ou their lands so 
that it luny be saved. The commission­ 
er says that such permission cannot be 
granted, and congress must act before 
the settler^ whoso titles are not yet 
perfect, can cut and save their timber. 
It is expected a bill xviii be introduced 
and nu effort be made early in the next 
session of congress to gram tile home­ 
steaders the relief they are asking. 
Commissioner Lamoreux made a tour 
of the burned district xxffillo he xvas in 
the Northwest. He says that there xviii 
be extensive lumbering In that section 
this year, as the oxvnors of all timber 
lands xvhero th** flames swept the coun­ 
try kuoxv that they must cut the in* 
jured timber in order to save it.

mised that the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania shall receive one of all duplicate 
antiques. Minister Terrell says that 
this enterprise has revealed an anti­ 
quity of the human race nearly ten 
centuries oldep thai*, science had knoxvl- 
edge qt before. The religion, govern­ 
ment, habits of life, and to a great 
extent the customs of men xvho lived 
4,000 years before Christ are revealed 
by the inscriptions which ar© now be- 
ingt rarslated here and arranged by 
Prof. Hilpricht.

shortly la* added to tints** which It al­ 
ready possesses, and another step tak­ 
en in a general scheme of reorganiza­ 
tion which will make Greenwich Ob­ 
servatory somewhat worthier of its 
fame, not only in point of efficiency, 
but in appearance and as a great pub­ 
lic institution. That scheme contem­ 
plates the opening up of a new* main 
entrance, th** sweeping away of a num­ 
ber of shabby little temporary shanties 
and workshops, and the concentration 
of the work carried on in them and the 
official anartmcnts of tin* observatory 
iii a handsome new building, one wing 
of which as just been completed aud 
another is about to conimene**. Bc- 
j tween these two wings a central tow­ 
er will tit th** same time be curried 
up, 
to be presently surmounted by a 
spacious dome, covering a splendid 
photographic telescop** now In course 
» f construction by Sir Howard Grubb. 
of Dublin, to serve as a complement of 
the 28-inch equatorial just lately add- 
i ed to the observatory. For this in- 
j atrament Sir Henry Thompson very 
generously gave £5,OOO, and it is ex­ 
pected to Im* ready for us** toward tho 
cml of next year, by which time it is 
hoped that th** portion of the new phy­ 
sical observatory now about to be com­ 
menced will be ready for its reception. 
As is generally known Greenwich 
is engaged in co-operation with other 
great observatories in photographing 
| the whole heavens, and thus far its 
portion of the business has been ex­ 
ceptionally 
well done, 
partly, it Is 
thought, from the fine open position 
of the observatory, and the stillness of 
the air tis compared with some other 
institutions.

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T w o K in d s o f P ie s . 
There is a certain class of restaurants 
very numerous in the lower part of 
New York and on the avenues, where 
the Hills of fare announce: “Pies, all 
kinds, 5c; home-made pies, 10c.” The 
name "home-made pies” is Nup|M»sed to 


I k? very attractive to p«*opl** whose 
taste is offended by the machine-made 
pi** turned out by the bake shops, and 
who have memories of the pies their 
mothers used to make. In serving the 
pies the oxi>erieiH*ed walter rarely asks 
a man what kind he will have. 
He 
simply sizes up his customer, and de­ 
cides how much money he wants to 
spend on his luncheon, and brings the 
5c or the 10c pie accordingly. 
But the name "home-made pie” is 
only a name. 
Both kinds of pie are 
made by the same factory, composed 
of tin* same materials, flavored with 
the same spices and baked in the same 
oven. The only difference is that the 
so-called “home-made is bigger than 
the other. 
There are a great many 
bakeries in New York that furnish pies 
to restaurants, but the greater mass 
of the pies catel in New York res­ 
taurants art* made by two big pie fac­ 
tories. 
They make ides anil nothing 
else. and employ big crews. Tiles** two 
factories manufacture more pies than 
all th** small bakeries in town put to­ 
gether. Only a few of the high-priced 
restaurants bake their own pies.—New 
York Mail and Express. 


A correspondent writes in Farm and 
Home: 
If you raise many vegetables do not 
put nil of them in the cellar in the fall, 
but build a dry, frost proof pit for 
part of them. Due can 
lie cheaply 
made and with but little trouble. Cab­ 
bage will come out as brittle as when 
first gathered, nm! beets, turnips, car­ 
rots, etc., will keep in a flue condition 
until May. 
Full th*? onions as soon as the tops 
die down, and 
leave them 
on the 
ground expos**d to the sun. Onions re­ 
quire a cool, dry place, well ventilated. 
Most cellars are too warm. If it is 
necessary to keep them in tin* cellar 
make a shelf of narrow boards with 
space enough between tile bonrds to 
allow the air to circulate; 
place It 
against the north wall of the cellar 
Spread the onions on this shelf about 
six inches deep. 
One of the best methods to preserve 
onions in fine condition is to spread 
clean straw about a foot on the floor 
of the garret or loft; upon this spread 
the onions about eight or ten inches 
deep and cover with two feet of straw*. 
Onions are a very wholesome final. 
They are much raised as a domestic 
remedy in case of colds, coughs and 
lung trouble. Physicians in front rank 
claim that a free us** of them will pre­ 
vent “la grippe.” They are a health­ 
ful and beneficial stimulant to the kid­ 
neys; tile red variety Is considered 
the best for this purpose. 
Beets are very tender and are injur­ 
ed by frost. They are usually fully 
matured 
by the middle 
of October 
About ten days before you wish to 
gather them cut off the tops. They 
may he plowed out, if care is taken not 
to bruise or injure them. Store them 
in boxes or barrels in the cellar anti 
cover with damp sand or soil to keep 
them from wilting. 
Turnips, carrots, vegetable oysters 
and parsnips, should he packed in bar 
rels ami covered with damp sand or 
soil. This Is the only sure method to 
preserve these vegetables in good con­ 
dition. Turnips should be kept in the 
coolest part of the cellar. The flavor 
of parsnips is improved by freezing and 
it is a good plan to leave a quantity 
of them in the ground until spring to 
be gathered as need***!. 
Celery should be taken up late in the 
fall just before hard fnvzing. Back 
th** roots In wet sand in a deep Ik*x. 
Cfiery should be kept in a dark, cool 
cellar. Should the plants begin to wilt, 
water the roots without wetting the 
stalks or leaves, and they will revive. 
Winter radishes should he pulled be­ 
fore severe frost and packed in damp 
sand or soil. They are mild but effec­ 
tive diuretic, and every faintly should 
have a supply of them. They should 
bo soaked in cold water an hour or 
two iK'fore using. 
Pumpkins should be gather***] as soon 
as the first light frost has killed the 
vines, lf stored in a cool, dry plate, 
where they will not touch each other, 
they may be kept until th** first or 
middle of January. 
Squashes should be carefully hand­ 
led. If the stems are broken, or they 
receive the slightest bruise, they will 
rapidly decay. Pumpkins and squashes 
aro mild cathartics ami should Im* fre­ 
quently used. An Infusion of pumpkin 
or squash seeds Is an effeetlcc diuretic.

Tills would 
undoubtedly Im* an evil, as plant fotwl 
is always In the iM*st condition for as 
similatiou by the plant when it is near 
the surface, so that oxygen can act on 
It. 
To bury the frnxl out of til** reach of 
oxygen is literally to starve tim plant. 
But deep soil is certainly an Immense 
advantage lo any plant whether grown 
by farmer or gardner. What is known 
as subsoiling, that is loosening of (lie 
subsoil, while still retaining It as sub­ 
soil, leaving the upper surface where 
it was originally, near th** surface, is 
one of the very l>est practices In either 
farming or gardening. If th** question 
should be stated, is it right to' bury 
g«MMl surface soil deep below the sur­ 
face? there would only be a negative 
side to it.

square or if the cora bas been drilled, 
cut sixteen rows one way and sixteen 
steps the other. 
With a strong rope, 
to one end of which is attached an 
iron ring, draw the top of the shock 
together and securely tie with binding 
twine, 
lf this work is properly done 
they will stand the winter. We pay for 
cutting IO cents a shock, the price de­ 
pending somewhat upon the heaviness 
of the corn. 
In about a month after cutting, or sit 
most six weeks, tile corn will Im* ready 
for husking. If the farmer has plenty 
of room, bind the fodder iii bundles 
as husked aud haul to the barn, but 
if shed room is limited stand the fod­ 
der back in place and let It there re­ 
main until needed for us**. 
Many farmers do not like to see 
fodder because the stalks are a great 
nuisance in the stable. The best way 
to give to stock is by means of a rack 
made of fence rails as shown in the 
illustration. This rack is made as fol­ 
lows: Take large wooden forks 4 feet 
long and set them i n a row JO feet 
apart and one foot in the ground. 
In 
these lay a long pole. 
On each side 
dig a trench 8 inches deep parallel to 
these forks and 2 1-2 feet distant. Set 
the rails In these trenches and lean 
across the pole alternating from the 
different sides. 
If they 
are large 
enough there will be ample space for 
the stock to pull the fodder through. 
The length of the rack can, of course, 
be regulated to suit the needs of the 
builder. By placing this rack between 
than w*e have, j two lots it will serve as a fence, and 
comfortable as j niules can be on one side and calves on 
the other. The rack will last for sev­ 
eral years if made of good material 
and by placing it northeast and south- 
w’cst it will answer as a wind-break. 
Haul the fodder in as needed and keep 
the rack full. 
By feeding a little 
grain end hay night and morning the 
stock will be kept fat all winter. They 
will leave good hay and eat the fodder 
11 preference. 
I find from experience that IO ’.lead 
of horses and 2 cows confined In a 
lot will consume on an average two 
shocks per day of heavy com fodder. 
As the expense is only for the cutting, 
the animals are thus kept for 20 cents 
or less than 2 cents per day per head.

Instead of hauling the barnyard im 
nure to the field as made, many formers 
pile It up in the yard, and after the 
wheat or rye is sown top-dress the field 
with the thoroughly decomposed mater­ 
ial, which is usually spread directly 
from the wagon, entailing less labor 
and a more even distribution than by 
any other plan. There is, however, a 
question about making this application 
after sowing. 
Thus** who have trl**d 
both plans in the same field and upon 
the sa nu* crop, prefer to apply th** 
manure just previous to th** last har­ 
rowing, or at least before drilling, as 
this insures not only a more even dis­ 
tribution but a fining of all lumps 
and th* covering with soil of a large 
per cent of the manure, placing It n* ar- 
t*r th** growing plant, where the soil 
will absorb the fertility, instead of al­ 
lowing it to escape, as much of it does 
when simply scattered over the sur­ 
face.

DEFAULTER AND FORGER. 


N. W. Wheatley, Treasurer o f the 
Brainerd Building and Lo an 
Association 


Is a Much Wanted Man. 
As was stated in this paper last 
week, N. W. Wheatley, has been 
fo und to be a defaulter and fo rger 
and is no w a fugitiv e fro m justice, 
and his strange disappearance is ac­ 
co unted fo r. Mr. Wheatley was o ne 
o f the best kno wn men in Brainerd, 
has held so me o f the highest po si­ 
tio ns o f trust and until recently was 
held in high esteem by his asso ciates 
and fello w citizens. 
Early in July 
Mr. Wheatley went to Duluth fo r the 
purpo se, as he stated, o f dispo sing o f 
his sto ck in iro n mines o n the Mesaba 
rarge, he o wning a 24th interest in a 
certain mine there. 
Failing in his 
endeav o r there he went to Chicago 
where he finally effected a sale, he 
hav ing been heard fro m at that place 
August 15th. But as he did no t re­ 
turn suspicio ns were aro used, and the 
Brainerd Building and Lo an Asso ci­ 
atio n, o f which he was treasurer and 
which o ffice he has held since the so ­ 
ciety was o rganized in 1887, began an 
inv estigatio n and fo und a state o f 
affairs which surprised them. It was 
disco v ered that no tes which the as­ 
so ciatio n suppo sed were paid and 
which were entered as paid o n his 
bo o k, had been renewed by Wheatley 
and the mo ney appro priated to his 
o wn use. Orders issued by the sec­ 
retary o n the treasurer were taken by 
Mr. Wheatley, the parties being to ld 
there was no mo ney to pay them with, 
and then entered o n his bo o ks 
as 
paid and the mo ney taken and squan­ 
dered in real estate transactio ns. The 
amo unts sto len in this and o ther ways 
is as fo llo ws:

Besides ihe embezzlement o f this 
amo unt it has been fo und that he 
has fo rged the name o f Tho s. Halla- 
day to two no tes o ne o f $400 and o ne 
o f $500 held by the First Natio nal 
Bank, the no tes hav ing been renewed 
as recently as Juno 25, 189 4. 
The treasurer’s bo nd to the asso ci­ 
atio n fo r the past year had been neg­ 
lected, his prev io us bo ndsmen being 
Werner Hemstead and W. D. McKay 
fo r $3000, and there is a questio n as 
to whether these men can be held fo r 
the amo unt. Mr. A. G. Mitchie, the 
secretary o f the asso ciatio n admits to 
the directo rs that ho had kno wn o f 
Wheatley’s sho rtage fo r o v er a year 
and sho wed a letter under date o f 
April 5th, fro m Wheatley to him in 
which the fo rmer admitted his tro u­ 
ble but wanted a little time to turn 
himself in. Mr. Mitchie in explana­ 
tio n says Wheatley threatened to kill 
himself if he was expo sed, and said 
he co uld straighten up ev erything if 
he was allo wed a little time to sell his 
iro n land interests. 
With this ex­ 
planatio n Mr. Mitchie says he tho ught 
it was best to keep quiet and did so . 
Mr. Mitchie has signed all o f his 
real pro perty, 
building sto ck, etc. 
o v er to the asso ciatio n, and we un­ 
derstand that Mr. Halladay, presi­ 
dent o f the asso ciatio n has do ne the 
same, altho ugh they had no part in 
the transactio n, no r receiv ed any o f 
the missing cash. 
All o f Mr. Wheat­ 
ley’s pro perty has been attached and 
also $2,500 due him o n sale o f his Me- 
saba pro perty. It is understo o d that 
the sho rtage will no t cripple the asso ­ 
ciatio n as under the circumstances 
they will realize a sum o n the sale o f 
real estate. 
In the meantime Mr. Wheatley is 
in hiding in so me remo te co rner and 
it is o nly a questio n o f time when he 
will bo arrested and bro ught befo re 
the bar o f justice to answer fo r his 
crimes.

Is a Much Wanted Man. 
As was stated in this paper last 
week, N. W. Wheatley, has been 
found to be a defaulter and forger 
and is now a fugitive from justice, 
aud his strange disappearance is ac­ 
counted for. Mr. Wheatley was one 
of the best known men in Brainerd, 
has held some of the highest posi­ 
tions of trust aud until recently was 
held in high esteem by his associates 
aud feUow citizens. 
Early in July 
Mr. Wheatley went to Duluth for the 
purpose, as he stated, of disposing of 
his stock in iron mines on the Mesaba 
range, he owning a 24th interest in a 
certain mine there. 
Failing in his 
endeavor there he went to Chicago 
where he finally effected a sale, he 
having been heard from at that place 
August 15th. But as he did not re­ 
turn suspicions were aroused, aud the 
Brainerd Building and Loan Associ­ 
ation, of which he was treasurer and 
which office he has held since the so­ 
ciety was organized in 1887, began an 
investigation and found s state of 
affairs which surprised them. It was 
discovered that notes which the as­ 
sociation supposed were paid and 
which were entered as paid on his 
book, had been renewed by Wheatley 
and the money appropriated to his 
own use. Orders issued by the sec­ 
retary on the treasurer were taken by 
Mr. Wheatley, the parties being told 
there was no money to pay them with, 
and then entered on his books as 
paid and the money taken and squan­ 
dered in real estate transactions. The 
amounts stolen in this aud other ways 
is as follows:

Besides the embezzlement of this 
amount it has been found that he 
has forged the name of Thos. Halla- 
day to two notes one of $400 and one 
of $500 held by the First National 
Bank, the notes having been renewed 
as recently as Jane 25, 1894. 
The treasurer’s bond to the associ­ 
ation for the past year had been neg­ 
lected, his previons bondsmen being 
Werner Hemstead and W. D. McKay 
for $3000, and there is a question as 
to whether these men can be held for 
the amount. Mr. A. G. Mitchie, the 
secretary of the association admits to 
the directors that he had known of 
Wheatley’s shortage for over a year 
and showed a letter under date o 
April 5th, from Wheatley to him in 
which the former admitted his trou­ 
ble but wanted a little time to turn 
himself in. Mr. Mitchie in explana 
tion says Wheatley threatened to kill 
himself if he was exposed, and said 
he could straighten up everything if 
he was allowed a little time to sell his 
iron land interests. 
With this ex­ 
planation Mr. Mitchie says bethought 
it was best to keep quiet and did so. 
Mr. Mitchie has signed all of his 
real property, building stock, etc. 
over to the association, and we un­ 
derstand that Mr. Halladay, presi­ 
dent of the association has done the 
same, although they had no part in 
the transaction, nor received any of 
the missing cash. All of Mr. Wheat­ 
ley’s property has been attached and 
also $2,500 duo him on sale of his Me­ 
saba property. It is understood that 
the shortage will not cripple the asso­ 
ciation as under the circumstances 
they will realize a sum on the sale of 
real estate, 
In the meantime Mr. Wheatley is 
in hiding in some remote corner and 
it is only a question of time when he 
will be arrested and brought before 
the bar of justice to answer for his 
crimes.

A love of the beautiful is inborn in 
man. Trees are a source of never failing 
enjoyment to dwellers in tho town, and 
uo town can bo beautiful without them. 
How refreshing their shade in summer, 
and the dreariness of winter is rendered 
less desolate by their presence. Senti­ 
ment aside, trees have a direct value. A 
tree shaded avenue is a much moro de- 
sirablo place of residence than one which 
lacks their adornment. FToperty is more 
valuable on this street, and landlords 
demand and receivo a higher rate of 
rent. The houses are more pretentious, 
the lawns are green aud smoothly shav­ 
en, and beds of flowers and bunches of 
shrubbery bear witness to the friendly 
rivalry among the dwellers to excel in 
the beautiful. 
A comparatively small 
outlay would do much to beautify our 
tovro. Once planted and properly guard 
©d from destruction, trees require little 
c*xe and in a few years will amply rec­ 
ompense us for trouble and money ex­ 
pended.

No costly plant is re­ 
quired, and the outlay for labor to put 
up the wires is nominal.

soid it, but before tlie weddiug couid 
be effected he was arrested, tried aud 
sentenced to three years’ imprisonment 
iu the Iow a penitentiary. 
He served 
his time and removed to Elk Point, 
this state. 
In April, 1SS3, he came to 
Yauktou, hired a livery team and drovo 
to Creighton, Neb. 
From there he 
started West. 
He tried to sell the 
team, aud was finally brought back to 
Yankton and indicted for horse steal­ 
ing. 
H e was in jail here from April 
to November, 1883, when he was re­ 
leased ou his own recognizance. 
From 
Yankton lit* went to Missouri, stole a 
horse, was again convicted and sen­ 
tenced to five years iu tho Jefferson 
City penitentiary. 
H ere began the strangest part of his 
career. 
In the Jefferson City peniten­ 
tiary he became acquainted with many 
noted criminals, one of whom disclosed 
to him the details of a railroad robbery 
on the Santa Fe road, near Garden 
City, Kan., in July, 1NS3, in which one 
man was killed 
aud two 
or three 
w’ounded. 
Leonard thought he could 
use this information to secure his re­ 
lease from prison, and he devoted him ­ 
self to rehearsing the details of the rob­ 
bery as described by his fellow con­ 
vict until he could describe the inci­ 
dents connected therew ith as readily 
as though he had actually participated 
in the robbery. 
Jlo then made a state­ 
ment of pretended confession, in which 
ho implicated himself iu the robbery, 
but declared he had no hand in the 
killing of the express messenger. 
As 
anticipated, he was taken to Garden 
City and indicted for murder. H e was 
tried, convicted and sentenced to hang. 
One man testified that Leonard was the 
man who shot him, and others testified 
that Leonard was the man who did 
the killing. 
His protestations of inno- 
censo and affidavits from Yankton de­ 
claring that at the time the Santa Fe 
train was held up and robbed Leonard 
was an Inmate of the Yankton county 
jail were in vain. Gov. Hum phreys of

wanted Leonard hanged, aud the Jailer 
In whose charge he was at Yankton 
was sent for to identify him, if possi­ 
ble. 
When H enry Bradley, the jailer, 
arrived at the penitentiary he found 
900 convicts draw n up In line.

this num ber he had no difficulty in 
placing liis hand on his old prisoner. 
This delayed the execution of the sen­ 
tence still further, and 
when Gov. 
Lewelliug was elected he became con­ 
vinced of Leonard's 
innocence 
and 
pardoned him, after ho had been for 
seven years under the sentence of 
death for a crime that he did not com­ 
mit. 
Leonard is but thirty-four years 
of ago now, and says that hereafter he 
will avoid criminal pursuits aud settls 
down to honest life. 
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fiit'iit and bitter feeling at their highest 
pitch.

nam e "hom e-made pies” is supposed to 
bo very attractiv e to people whose 
taste is offended by the machine-m ade 
pie turned out by the hake shops, and 
who have memories of the pies their 
m others used to make. 
In serving tin* 
pies the experienced w aiter rarely asks 
a m an w hat kind he will have. 
H e 
simply sizes up liis custom er, and de­ 
cides how much money he w ants to 
spend on liis luncheon, and brings tin* 
5e or the lOc pie accordingly. 
But the nam e “home-made pie” is 
only a nam e. 
Both kinds of pie are 
m ade by the sam e factory, composed 
of tlit* sam e m aterials, flavored w ith 
the sam e spices and baked in tin* sam e 
oven. 
The only difference is th a t the 
so called “home-m ade is bigger than 
tin* other. 
T here are a great m any 
bakeries in New York th a t furnish pies 
to restaurants, but tin* greater mass 
of the pies eate i in New York res­ 
tau ran ts are m ade by two big pie fac­ 
tories. 
They m ake pies and nothing 
else, and employ big crews. These tw o 
factories m anufacture more pies than 
all the sm all bakeries In tow n put to­ 
gether. 
Only a few of tin* higli-priccd 
I restau ran ts bake their ow n pies.—New 
York Mail and Express.

O nions re­ 
quire a cool, dry place, well ventilated. 
M ost cellars are too w arm . If it is 
necessary to keep them in the cellar 
m ake a shelf of narrow boards w ith 
8pace enough betw een the hoards to 
allow the 
air to circulate; 
place it 
against the north wall of the cellar 
Spread the onions on this shelf about 
six inches deep. 
One of the best m ethods to preserve 
onions in fine condition is to spread 
clean straw about a foot on the floor 
of the garret or loft; upon this spread 
the onions about eight or ten inches 
deep and cover with tw o feet of straw . 
Onions are a very w holesom e food. 
They are much raised as a dom estic 
rem edy in case of colds, coughs and 
lung trouble. Physicians in fro n t rank 
claim th at a free use of them will pre­ 
vent “la grippe.” They are a h ealth ­ 
ful and beneficial stim ulant to the kid­ 
neys; the m l variety is considered 
the best for this purpose. 
Beets are very tender and are in ju r­ 
ed by frost. They are usually fully 
m atured 
by tin* middle 
of October 
A bout ten days before you wish to 
gather them cut off the tops. They 
may he plowed out, if care is taken not 
to bruise or injure them. 
Store them 
in boxes or barrels in the cellar am i 
cover w ith dam p sand or soil to keep 
them from wilting. 
T urnips, carrots, 
vegetable oysters 
and parsnips, should be packed in bar 
rels and covered w ith dam p sand or 
soil. This is tbt* only sure method to 
preserve these vegetables itt good con­ 
dition. T urnips should In* k<*pt in the 
coolest part of the cellar. The flavor 
of parsnips is im proved by freezing and 
it is a g o o d plan to leave a quantity 
<>f them in the ground until spring to 
be gathered as needed. 
Celery should bo taken up late in the 
fall just before hard freezing. 
Rack 
the roots in wet sand in a d e e p box. 
Celery should he kept in a dark, cool 
cellar. Should the plants begin to wilt, 
w ater tin* roots w ithout w etting tin* 
stalks or leaves, and they will revive. 
W inter radishes should he pulled be­ 
fore severe frost and packed in dam p 
sand or soil 
They are mild but effec­ 
tive diuretic, and every family should 
have a supply of them. They should 
be soaked in eohl w ater an hour or 
tw o before Using. 
Pum pkins should be gathered as soon 
as the first light frost has killed the 
vines. 
If stored !u a cool, dry place, 
w here they will not tom b each other, 
they may be kept until the first or 
m iddle of January. 
Squashes should 1m* carefully hand­ 
led. 
If the stem s are broken, or they 
receive the slightest bruise, they will 
rapidly decay. Pum pkins and squashes 
are mild cathartics and should he fit* 
quently used. 
An infusion of pum pkin 
or squash seeds is an effect lee diuretic. 
H erbs should be gathered on a dry 
day. Just beforo they come into full 
bloom. Spread them iu the shade to 
dry; when they are perfectly dried, re­ 
m o v e the stem s and pack them in glass 
ja rs and screw on the top, or they may 
be kept in dry boxes. 
Ju st before frost pull up tin* tom ato 
vines th a t still contain green or partly 
ripened fruit and hang them In the cei- 
lar, w here they will ripen. Pull the 
vines up carefully so th a t as much of 
the earth as possible will adhere to the 
roots.

cut sixteen row s one way and sixteen 
steps tlie* other. 
W ith a strong rope, 
to one end of which is attached an 
iron ring, draw the top of the shook 
together and securely tie w ith binding 
tw ine. 
If this work is properly done 
they will stand the w inter. 
We pay for 
cutting 10 cents a shock, the price d e­ 
pending som ew hat upon the heaviness 
of the corn. 
In about a m onth a fte r cutting, or at 
most six weeks, tin* corn will 1m* ready 
for husking, 
if the farm er has plenty 
of room, oind the fodder iu b u n d l e s 
as husked and haul to the barn but 
if shed room is lim ited stand tho fod 
del* back in place and let it ther** re­ 
main until needed for use. 
Many farm ers do not like to see 
fodder because the stalks are a great 
nuisance in the stable. 
The best way 
to give to stock is by m eans of a rack 
m ade of fence rails as show n in the 
illustration. 
This rack is m ade as fol­ 
lows: 
T ake large wffoden forks 4 feet 
long and set them in a row 10 feet 
a p a rt and one foot in th e ground. 
In 
these lay a long pole. 
On each side 
dig a trench 8 inches deep parallel to 
these forks and 2 1-2 feet distant.

the rails In these trenches and lean 
across the pole alternating from the 
different sides.

enough there will t>o am ple space for 
the stock to pull th e fodder through. 
The length of the rack can, of course, 
be regulated to suit the ne<*ds of the 
builder. 
By placing this rack betw een 
than we have, i tw o lots it will serve as a fence, and 
mules can be on one side and calves on 
the other. 
T he rack will last for sev­ 
eral years If m ade of good m aterial 
and by placing it northeast and south­ 
w est it will answ er as a wind-break. 
H aul the fodder in sis needed and keep 
the rack full. 
By feeding a little 
grain end hay night and m orning the 
stock w ill be kept fa t all w inW . They 
w ill leave good hay and eat the fodder 
i i preference. 
I find from experience th a t 10 head 
of horses and 2 cows confined in a 
lot will consum e ou an average tw o 
shocks per day of heavy corn fodder. 
As the expense is only for the cutting, 
Die anim als are thus kept for 20 cents 
or less than 2 cents per day per head. 
Let my brother farm ers try this as 
an experim ent the com ing w inter and 
they will find th a t w hen spring comes 
their stock will not only be fat, but 
they will have some corn and hay for 
sale. T hey will also be surprised to *•>*. 
how m uch b etter their ground works, 
because it w as not tram ped all winter. 
I tliink w inter pasturing corn ground 
is one of the m ost expensive practices 
a farm er can follow 


from tin* bottom of th,* house. 
W ith 
the use of thes,* it Is but little wbrk 
to keep a house clean.

People often ask how to m ake use 
of fowl m anure in the garden. 
It Is 
one of tin* most pow erful m anures th at 
we have, and if applied carefully, can 
not fail to show goiMl result*. 
The 
fact of its being so strong causes us 
to use it w ith caution, and the way it 
is found to answ er b *st is to mix it 
w ith fresh loam , sifted so as to divide 
it into fine particles, and apply it as a 
top dressing; the roots will quickly find 
It. and rain or w atering will carry 
the nutrim ent dow n to the low. r ’oots, 
so that nothing will be w astrd 
Ma­ 
nures of tiiis kind ought to be kept iu 
a covered shed, as the rain soon carries 
off the nutritive qualities. 
T he only 
difficulty with it is that it is im possible 
to get it iu sufficiently large quantities, 
as besides the flower garden, it is 
som etim es us«*d for top dr 'ssing such 
things as tom atoes, cucum bers or any 
gross fc(*tliug vegetables that are get 
ting exlmust<*d w ithout crapping.

crops as these, using clear, tu rf loam,

Is 
one of tin* very best practices in either 
farm ing <»r gardening. 
If tin* question 
should be stated, is It right to bury 
good surface soil dee]) below the su r­

Feed pigs one pound of corn or cor*, 
meal to 20 pounds of skim milk.
